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In presenting the accompanying Minancisl 
Statement of your Tow for the year ending Janusry 
31, 1929 we present in another form the extent of 
damage oaused by the flood of November 1927 to our 
roade On November 11, 1927 the expense of rebuild- 
int the demaged road was estimated by officials of 
the State Highway Department to be $23,000, which 
waa finally reduced to $20,000. The total mmount 
expended by the Stete and Tow on this work during 
the years 1927 aud 1928 was $20,634-63. 


We have also completed during the year new 
State Aid steel and cement bridges at Snow Brook 
end Swein Brook, and new epproaches to these bridges 
owing to a change in road location. This construc- 
tion completes the rebuilding of all bridges in 
Waterville of permenent materials, end leaves only 
one bridge on the Waterville Valley Road (in that mer 
portion of the Thornton Road for wilch we are respon} 
sible) of wooden construction. It is expected we 
shell rebuild this bridge during tie coming year. 


Thisp is the first yeer of Town operetion since 
the reduction by nearly 75% in Taxable Inventory 
occasioned by the sele of Waterville forest lends to 
the Federal Government. There hes never been o similar 
case in our State, and we wre looking forward with 
interest to the future which will demonstrate whether 
this large transfer of assets to the Federal Govern~ 
ment is the best thing for ony town.
